Mr. C.E. MePherson, the =ssistant 
fasseager traffic manager of the C_P 
R., with headquarters at Winnipeg, 
and who is at present in the city, has 
carly recollections of the big system 
he serves in the West, says the Mont. 
teal Gazette. Thirty years ago Mr. 
McPherson sold tickets at the corner 
of St' James and McGill streets, in 
the building which was replaced by 
the Bank of Toronto, That building 
had replaced the old St. James strect 
hotel which flourished in the early 
days, when “Mine Host” Hogan, of 
the St. Lawrence Hall, and “Dolly” 
of the famous chop house near the 


Tattersail’s, were picturesque and 
historic figures) The city had then 
about 250,000 of a population, The

The final report of the Dominions’ 
Royal Commission sets forth numer- 
ous conclusions and recommenda- 
tons which it brings to the notice uf| 
the imperial and dominions’ govern-} 
inents, ‘ 

It declares, regarding the scientific 
development of natural resources, 
that it is vital the Empire be placed 
in a position enabling it to resist 
uny pressure which a foreign power, 
or a group of powers, could exercise 
in time of peace or war through coa- 
trol of essential raw materials and 

mimodities. 

it recommends that a complete 
survey should accordingly be imnade 
of the relation between empire pro- 
duction and empire requirements of 
such matcrials: 

With reference to such materials 
and commoditics as are mainly pro- 
duced and controlled outside, of the 
Empire, such as,cotton, petroleum, 
nitrates and potash, the most careful 
inquiry is nceded regarding the pos- 
sibility of new sources of supply or 
the finding of substitutes within the 
Empire, Survey and investigation in 
this respect should be entrusted to 
the new imperial development board,} 
which should work through existing 
departments in the United Kingdom 
and self-governing dominions and 
Iccal scientific departments and the 
Imperial Institute for India, the 
Crown colonies and protectorates. 

The report recommends far great 
er*controlby “imperial anoverseas 
grants, the creation of an imperial 
immigration authority for the  pur- 
pose of supervision, and a _ further 
consultative board to effect a proper 
co-relation between the central au- 
thority and the activities of the do- 
minions. 

It urges the need of providing ade- 
quate capital, training and  assist- 
ance for intending  soldier-scttlers 
and far greater attention to the emi- 
gration of women from Great Britain 
and increasing the same. 

A proposal is made for the inter- 

ange of school teachers between 

he United Kingdom and the domin- 
ions. 

The report empliasizes 
sity of cheap, speedy and _ efficient 
transport and recommends larger 
vessels and larger harbors, For this 
improvement the schemes should be 
supervised by the imperial devclop- 
ments board. 

‘The commission suggests improv- 
ed mail facilities, quicker routes and 
some measure of government control 
of steamship companies regarding 
freights: : 

Cheaper cabling is regarded as an 
urgent necessity. ‘The report states 
that the Dominion Royal Commission 
favors state control of imperial wires 
and the commissioners recommend 
state acquisition,

Dealing with trade questions the 


commissioners advocate the speeding 
up of the intelligence system, the 
holding of periodic inter-imperial ex-

Regarding the creation of an im- 
perial development board, the com- 
missioners express the view that ex- 
isting: organizations are inadequate 
to deal with matters of joint interest 
to the empire as a whole, such as the 
scientific development of Empire re- 
sources, the deepening of harbors on 
a co-ordinated plan, cable service 
and the preparation of statistics. In 
its initial stage the board should be 
advisory. ‘he following representa- 
tion upon it is suggested:

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How Rasputin Worked It 


Says 


Mystic Monk’s Power at Rus- 
sian Court Was Due to 
Superstition 

The superstitious belief that the 
health and even the life of Grand 
Duke Alexis, the young heir-appar- 
ent, depended on the presence of 
Gregory Rasputin, the mystic* monk 
-—a notion which is generally known 
to have accounted for Rasputin’s tre- 
mendous influence over the imperial 
family—is explained in the following 
extraordinary manner by the Russky 
Slovo: 

“Rasputin, according to the news- 
paper, stated in confidence to friends 
at convivial moments that he was 
able to fortify this superstition with 
the help of Madame Virubova, lady- 


the cimpress, and M. 
Badmaef, court physician, until the 
empress was absolutely convinced 


that the life of her son depended on 
the monk. 

“Whenever Rasputin 
for any length of time from the 
court Madame Virubova, according 
to the monk’s story as given by the 
newspaper, obtained poisonous pow- 
ders from the physician and contriv- 
ed to place them in food brought to 
Alexis: The result was that during 
Rasputin’s absence the delicate 
health of the young  heir-apparent 
grew steadily worse until Rasputin 
was summoned back to thé ‘@ourt 
when the powders were stopped and 
Alexis became immediately better. 
Rasputin always announced that 40 
days after his death’ Alexis would 
fall ill. This prophecy came true 
with startling accuracy—being caused 
the newspaper declares by Madame 
Virubova administering another pow- 
der to the little grand duke in the 
hope of continuing the tradition of 
Rasputin influence over the imperial 
family and preparing the way for a 
successor to him.

Department of Finance Compiling a 
Record of Enemy Property 

The department of finance at 
Ottawa is circularizing the Domin- 
ion to discover real and _ persona! 
property in Canadian territory be- 
longing to enemy subjects and to as- 
certain claims of British subjects 
against enemy subjects or govern- 
iments, 

The letter now being distributed, 
reads; 

The minister of finance for Canada 
has been appointed public custodian 
of enemy property in Canada, under 
the provisions of the consolidated or- 
ders in council respecting trading 
with the enemy, assented to May 2nd 
1916, 

In view of such orders-in-council 
and of the proclamation of his excel 


Iency the governor-general, issued 
Feb: 12, 1917, and published in the 
Canada Gazette on the 17th of the 


same month, it is important that full 
information should be obtained with 
regard to all’property, real and per- 
sonal in Canadian territory belonging 
to enemy subjects, and also with re- 
gard to all property, real and person- 
al, in enemy'territory belonging to 
British subjects, together with claims 
jritish subjects may have against 
enemy governments, 

In order to comply with the direc- 
tions contained in these orders, re- 
turns are required from all British 
subjects, firms or corporations resi- 
dent or carrying on business in Can- 
ada, who are directly or indirectly 
any matters coming 
within the classes of subjects follow- 
ing: 

(1) Property, real or personal, in 
Canadian territory, belonging to 
enemy subjects: 

(2) Debts, including bank deposits 
and bank balances, due to, or held on 
behalf of enemy subjects resident or 
carrying on business in enem® terri- 
tory, or due to or held on behalf of 
cnemy subjects resident im Canada. 

(3) Property, real or personal, in 
enemy territory, belonging to. British 
subjects resident or carrying on busi- 
ness in Canada. 

(4) Claims of British’ subjects resi- 
dent or carrying on business in Can- 
ada agaMst enemy governments: 

If you are directly or indirectly in- 
terested in any of the classes of in- 
formation set forth be good enough 
to advise the department of finance, 
Ottawa, under which of the classes 
you desire to make a return when the 
necessary form will be sent you

His wealth is largely invested in 
foreign bonds and stocks. His hold- 
ings on this side are said to be) ex- 
tensive. It is understood that > he 
owns $5,000,000 of the Pennsylvania 
railroad’s stocks. His name does not 
appear in the lists of that corpora- 
tion’s stockholders for obvious rea- 
sons. Instead some nominal own- 
ers appear. 

Most of the Czar’s cash is deposit- 
ed in the Bank of England The 
estimates of his deposits there are 
numerous. They run from fifty to 
a hundred million pounds. 

The ex-Czar also owns about 680,- 
000,000 acres of Jand in Russia. Most 
cf Russia's mineral resources are his 
frivate property: Into the Czar’s 
private treasury, according to the 
gold and silver output is annually 
contributed. 

It is not known whether the Czar 
will be allowed to retire from the 
throne the richest man in the world. 
There are some who believe that the 
transfer of his financial ‘resourecs to 
those of Russia will be one of the 
first steps of the new Russian min- 
ister of finance. It would undoubt- 
edly affect the exchange of the ruble 
tremendously. It would make Rus- 
sia financially stronger than she ever 
was. 

If the ex-Czar’s American stocks 
were confiscated they might be used, 
it is pointed out, for the purchase of 
munitions and other fnaterial here 
for the Russian army. That would 
immediately raise the ruble exchange 
to nearly the normal standard. 


Italy and the War 


Bravely Bearing the Burdens Created 
. by War Times ~ ’ 


With rolls and fancy bread entire- 
ly prohjbited, two meatless and three 
sweetless days a week, only one 
meat course allowed at hotels and 
restaurants, butter no longer pro- 
curable, vegetables at prohibitive 
prices, coal at $20 a ton, sometimes 
mounting to $45 and $50. the horrors 
of war as they affect the homes and 
families of the people of Italy will be 
understood: And yet Italy has_ its 
bright sides. 

A spirit of thrift has encompassed 
the imagination and formed tite 
habits of the people. In 1914 the na- 
tional savings amounted to $1,519.- 
000,000 they reached last year—des-- 
| pite diminished exports and the clos- 
ing of the tourist trade, which brings 
cash to the amount of $20,000,000 per 
annum to the country—no less than 
$1,600,000,000. 

This saving has been effected by 
| the “fortunes of war’ But the wool- 
len and cotton industries have pros- 
pered greatly, and all those which 
were made for or could be adapted 
to the output of war material. Italy 
began to rely upon herself, indus- 
trially speaking, more than she had 
ever done before, and found, after 
due experiment, that she could not 
only produce the articles she requir- 
ed, but could do so at an economic 
price which had at first seemed 
doubtful, 

Unemployment naturally ceased to 
be a problem, and a notable symp- 
tom was, as stated, the increase in 
savings of the country.

fall ‘of Bagdad will make a greater 
impression throughout the east 
than did the news that the grand 
sheriff of Mecca had declared the in- 
dependence of the city from Turkish 
authority and had raised an army to 
make good his declaration. 

Mr. Cunline Owen writes to the 
New York Sun that the defeat of the 
British at Kut was really a blessing 
in disguise, although not many of_us 
will consider the surrender of Town- 
shend and his gallant little army a 
matter for belated rejoicing: Never- 
theless, Mr, Owen says that if Bag- 
dad had fallen at the time when 
Townshend was within a day’s march 
of it the result might not have been 
so well received by the Moslem 
world. Two years ago the taking of 
the city by a Christian army might 
well have been regarded as a profan- 
ation, and there are not fewer than 
90,000,000 Moslems in India. What- 
ever opinion they had of the Turks, 
the ‘Turks were at least their co-re- 
ligionists, and in certain parts of 
Bagdad neither Christian nor Jew is 
allowed to set his foot) The taking 
of Bagdad early in the war might 
have given offence in some quarters, 
and might have added to the difficul- 
ties that have been experienced in 
India since the beginning of the war. 

In the past two years, however, the 
Moslems have Icarned more about 
Britain than millions of them knew 
before. They have learned of the 
role that Britain played in the liber- 
ation of Mecca and Medina in the 
past year. The Grand Sheriff of 
Mecea they regard as the chief pro- 
phet of their faith, the appointed 
guardian of Mecca, their holy of 
holies) They have seen him, with 
British assistance, restore the inde- 
pendence of Arabia as a kingdom, 
They have heard, as Mr. Owen says, 
of the great honor conferred upon 
the Caliph when he travelled down 
from Mecca to Jeddah to visit in 
state the imposing fleet of British 
and French vessels assembled there 
to do him honor and hail him as 
king. ‘They have heard of his recep- 
fion on board, with royal salutes, 
and of the imposing embassies sent 
to him at Mecta by Britain and 
France, composed of the greatest 
Moslem dignitaries under their sway. 
They know also of the steps taken 
by the two powers to guarantee the 
safety of pilgrims desiring to visit 
Mecca, while the war is in progress. 

Therefore those of them who may 
have had doubts and apprehensions 
on the subject a couple of years ago 
realize that they have nothing to fear 
from Britain, that she will as scrup- 
ulously respect their holy cities and 
shrines as she would respect West- 
minster Abbey, and that henceforth 
their most sacred cities will have the 
protection of Britain and France. The 
capture of Bagdad by Townshend 
might have had an impotant politi- 
cal effect upon the Moslem world, 
but his failure did not result, as Ger- 
many and Turkey fondly hoped, in 
any great accession to the central 
powers on the part of the Moham- 
medans. Mr, Owen may be rather 
straining a point when he sees in the 


carly failure a real blessing, but ap- 
parently nothing of prestige was

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Germany Must Have Speed 


Always Counted on a Quick Decision 
to Win the War 


Time appears to be the chief fac- 
tor in Germany’s calculation, From 
the beginning of the war the domi- 
nant idea of her strategy has been 
to strike for a swift decision, and 
avoid a war of attrition. That is 
what wrecked the negotiations in 
July, 1914. It is what led Germany 
through Belgium. It is what has 
made the submarine so fascinating 
to the German mind. A highly or- 
ganized autocratic government which 
controls its own public opinion can 
act sharply, “get the jump” on lum- 
bering democracies and _ inefficient 
empires. Speed can make up for in- 
ferior resources, Reasoning this 
way, the first theory was that France 
could be eliminated before Britain’s 
strenght could be accumulated, The 
present theory seems to be that Brit- 
ain can be eliminated before Ameri- 
ca’s strength can be made to count. 

But the Germans undoubtedly 
know that if they fail within the next 
few months they are utterly lost) In 
a war of attrition our resources 
would be decisive. Unless the Ger- 
mans can succeed at once they must 
fail terribly. Germany has never 
been willing to face a_ prolonged 
siege because it can end only one 
way. Her superior technique is dis- 
counted, if it cannot be used for a 
quick decision. The proclamation of 
unlimited submarine war means that 
Germany faces and cannot endure a 
war of resources. She strikes there- 
fore vidlently at England, the back- 
bone of the coalition—New Repub- 
lic. 


Comparison of 
The Two Blockades 


Germany's Methods of Blockade 
Never Had a Shadow of 
Validity 
The difference between the British 
and German blockades is casily stat- 
ed and in a few words, ‘The British 
blockade is physical and effective, 
and therefore valid against internat- 
ional law; it is directed against con- 
traband cargoes and not against the 
lives of neutrals; and it is*conducted 
under the legal sanction of the prize 
courts: The German--blockade, or 
rather its declaration of intention to 
‘blockade, inakes no pretense to ob- 
serve the rules prescribed in the Dec- 
laration of Paris, to which Prussia 
was a subscriber in 1856, It proposes 
not to establish a cordon around 
British ports and seize and condemn 
as prizes ships that try to enter with 
contraband cargoes but to loose sub- 
marines over wide areas of the high 
seas and sink indiscriminately and 
without warning the ships of all na- 
tions found within such zones, ‘The 
crews of such vessels are to have no 
chance for their lives and their own- 
ers no chance to establish their rights 

in prize courts: 

The German declaration is recent 
enough to be remembered. It is sum- 
med up in the one sentence, “All 
ships met within the zone will be 
sunk.” The British declaration of 
blockade made in a note to this gov- 
ernment March 15, 1915, probably is 
not so well remembered, particularly 
in minds “seeking to justify” the 
American course, and it may be well 
to repeat its terms: Sir Edward 
Grey wrote:

A correspondent at the front, 
watching the sight of a great army 
pursuing a foc, and trying to realize 
to comprehend, the amazing labor 
and effort such a process involves, 
describes his impressions, 

The lines which the British held 
for four months before Bapaume 
are deserted. When the correspond- 
ent came to Bapaume the British 
troops were miles ahead—how far 
rone knew exactly, though in "the 
distance the boom of field pieces 
could be constantly heard. Neither 
side was using heavy guns then—the 
time for them had not yet arrived. 

The road from Albert, where the 
statue of the virgin juts horizontally . 
from the top of the ruined cathedral 
tower, but still miraculously held in 
place, right up past Bapaume was 
an unforgetable spectacle. The Brit- 
ish soldiers had passed that way days 
before and now everything necessary 
to push the Boche back past the Hin- 
denburg line of defense was being 
brought up for their support. 

The road everywhere was crowded 
with every possible variety of ve- 
hicle- One passed hundreds and hun- 
dreds of huge motor lorries, bearing 
supplies of all descriptions. 

Red Cross ambulances sped by sat 
great speed. Teams of American 
mules were hauling great wagons 
piled high with thousands of loaves 
of bread and sides of beef. Panting 
horses were drawing wagons laden 
with munitions of war. Others were 
bringing up huge loads of fodder, or, 
perhaps, tins of cocoa or condensed 
milk, Occasionally a powerful auto- 
mobile filled with staff officers 
threaded its way through the throng 
of vehicles. 

From dawn until dusk this 20 miles 
procession went on _ unceasingly. 
About every mile in the traffic line a 
policeman with a red flag regulated 
it and with autocratic authority kept 
it moving in order. That would have 
been’ a strange sight on any road; 
on this it was most exotic. 

It was a stupendous task, moving 
these supplies along that road. It 
was not built for two lines of heavy 
traffic even in normal times. And 
since the beginning of the war it had 
been shelled persistently. Every 
yard there was a pitted shell hole. 
Occasionally these craters were ten 
feet in diameter and six feet deep. 
In addition to this, in several places 
the Germans had blown up the road 
when the British were near: Ba- 
Paulie Vr ee . 

“To put’ this road in passable 
shape in two or three days had been 
a great feat for the British labor 
battalions, worthy of tribute even 
under the -most favorable  circum- 
stances. Wearing their steel helmets 
the road making gangs were kept 
going night and day along its entire 
length. ‘They are still working. 
There is no time to use ordinary mat- 
erial The men take bricks from 
the ruined village nearby, fill up the 
shell holes and roll them level when- 
ever they get the chance. Whenever 
there is a mine crater they build a 
road around its edge. 

Alongside the road thousands of 
men were working furiously laying 
a railway across the shell holes) The 
Germans had destroyed their lines 
very thoroughly, but the British en- 
gineers showed no signs of resent- 
ricnt. They were quite pleased, how- 
ever, when they were able to use up 
a length of German rails, Almost as 
soon as the British troops halt they 
find a completed line at their heels, 
bringing them everything needful. 
When the war is over the roughly

Keeping Eggs Fresh 


Merchants Should Keep Eggs Out of 
Store Windows 


It is a common practice at this 
season of the year for many retailers 
to advertise the increasing egg sup- 
fly and the rapidly falling prices by 
displaying piles of eggs in their store 
windows. Eggs thus exposed in 
many cases come under the direct 
rays of the sun and are subjected to 
a temperature behind the plate glass 
window of about 100 degrees: The 
excessive heat resulting causes ‘seri- 
ous deterioration through evapora- 
tion accompanied by loss of flavor. 
Further, at this time of the year a 
large percentage of the eggs wmar- 
keted are fertilized, and as it is com- 
mon knowledge that a temperature of 
70 degrees is sufficient to start incu- 
bation, the possibility of serious de- 
terioration will readily be seen. 

It is good business to advertise, but 
window displays of eggs defeat the 
aim of the advertiser, in that the re- 
sulting deterioration of the eggs 
causes dissatisfaction among consum. 
ers, and so retards consumption. 
Eggs should be kept in the cleanest, 
coolest, driest place in the store, re- 
moved from mustiness, foul odors or 
other sources of contamination,

Judging by the large numbers of 
entries received at Manitoba Agricul- 
tufal College from boys and_ girls 
who are taking up the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club contests this year, the 
young folks of this province will do 
their full part in the way of produc- 
tion during 1917- Up to March 12th 
the number of entries registered by 
Mr. S. T- Newton, Superintendent of 
the Clubs for the province, was as 
follows: Manual Training (wood\ 
working, etc:) 700; Seed Growing, 
770; pig, calf, or colt raising, 800; 
Vegetable Gardening, 2,300; Potato 
Growing 2,177; Poultry Raising, 
1,960; Cookery, 850; Garment Mak- 
ing, 1,370; Vegetable Canning, 790; 
Weed Studies, 910; Buttermaking, 
260; Elower Growing, 1,280; Essay 
Writing, 975. This is only a portion 
of the total entry for the year; the 
names are coming in right along. 

The boys and girls entering these 
contests will not be simple signers 
of their names to application forms: 
They have laid before them, in cach 
cas¢, concrete undertakings of a 
competitive nature, and in each case, 
where necessary, there*is a manual 
of practical instructions. The spec- 
ial bulletin on Seed Growing for in- 
stance, is a 24 page bulletin of the 
most practical character, the sort of 
bulletin, in fact, that the boy’s father, 
as well as the boy himself will find 
of great value. That on Vegetable 
Gardening is a 32 page bulletin, full 
of the best sort of gardening advice; 
and so on through other subjects. 
The boys and girls who enter these 
contests are bound to acquire not 
only the knowledge which will come 
to them through their own practical 
expericnce, but also part of the best 
that the Agricultural College has to 
teach them.

Wine in War Time 


It is stated that the French govern- 
ment has requisitioned for the pur- 
poses of the army a very substantial 
proportion of the vintage production. 
In France, therefore, wine has assum- 
ed a military importance, for no less 
than 200,000,000 gallons of wine from 
the country, together with 40,000,000 
gallons from her Algerian colony, 
have been reserved for the use of the 
soldier. It would appear that each 
officer and man receives daily half a 
litre of wine. This allowance has 
been adopted since the war began, 
and the authorities are convinced that 
it has contributed to the health and 
efficiency of the troops through a 
campaign conducted under very try- 
ing conditions. The reasonable con- 
sumption of the wine of the country 
(vin ordinaire) is evidently regarded 
as beneficial rather than demoraliz- 
ing.—London Lancet:

‘Hun Preachers 


Blasphemous Utterances of Misguid- 
ed Clerics in Germany 

A good many Lutheran pastors in 
Germany could give the famous Billy 
Sunday pointers on handing out “hot 
stuff.” Rev. Dr. Bang, Professor of 
Theology at Copenhagen University, 
has recently collected a_ series of 
poems and sermons by German 
clergymien, and published them under 
the title “Hurrah and Hallelujah.” 
The whole spirit of the anthology 
shows that these pastors regard God 
as a “German God,” (to use their 
own phrase) and the Germans as a 
chosen people, divinely commissioned 
to inflict “punishment” on other na- 
tions This idea was not born of the 
war. It has been preached by an in- 
fluential school of theologinas for up- 
wards of fifteen years, In a com- 
mentary on the Sermon on the Mount 
which dates back to that period, the 
line of “true world conquerors,” is 
stated to be “Jesus, St. Paul, Luther 
and William I.”—an even division be- 
tween the Hebrews and the Germans. 
What the present kaiser thought of 
this arbitrary placing of his grand- 
father on a higher plane than himself 
is not recorded, 


The prize for unconscious blas-) 


phemy, however, should go to a 
Lutheran pastor named Deitrich Vor- 
werk, who, since the war began, has 
written the following paraphrases on 
the Lord’s Prayer: 

“Though the warrior’s bread be 
scanty, do Thou work daily death 
and tenfold woe unto the enemy. For- 
give, in merciful long-suffering, each 


bullet and each blow which misses its} 


mark! Léad us not into the tempta- 
ticn of letting our wrath be too tame 
in carrying out Thy divine judgment! 
Deliver us and our ally from the in- 
fernal enemy and his servants on 
earth, Thine is the kingdom, the 
Germans; and may we, by aid of Thy 
steel-clad hand, achieve the power 
and the glory.” : 

The same pastor is the author of a 
poem in which he addresses the Al- 
mighty in this wise: “Thou who 
dwellest high above Cherubim, Sera- 
phim and Zeppelins-” In this allusion 
to Zeppelins we discern a promise of 
immunity to the Kingdom of Heaven, 
Yhe Germans will refrain from bomh 
ing the great white throne. 

Another lyrical preacher, named 
Suze, apparently thinks the Almighty 
needs first-hand information on the 
issues at stake, for he writes: “The 
Germans are first before the throne 
of God . . Thou couldst not place 
the crown of victory in purer hands.” 
Many of the pastors quoted both in 
their poems and their sermons adjure 
the Lord to “heal the sick world by 
Germanism,” and one, named Francke 
speaks of “the old intimate relation 
between the essence of Christianity 
and Germanism.-” Another, yclept 
Lehmann, declares that “the German 
soul is the world’s soul, God and Ger- 
many belong to one another,” 

Certainly, the clerics of Germany 
are ut ease in Zion, but what will 
they say if the Almighty repudiates 
the partnership?—From the Toronto 
Saturday Night.

Canada After o 
Antipodes Trade 


Will Establish a Canadian Merchant’ 
Marine on the Pacific 


H. R, MecMillian, special timber 
trade commissioner of the Canadian 
government, has submitted a_ report 
on the reasons for the decline in 
Canada’s share of the Australian 
timber imports. Canada is now sup- 
plying only 3 per cent., while the 
United States sends 57 per cent., New 
Zealand 14 per cent., Norway 13 per 
cent, Sweden 6 per cent., and Japan 
4 per cent, 

The reason assigned for the pres 
vailing conditions is that the chan- 
nels of trade are now British and 
the trans-Pacific timber brokerage 
and shipping business is entirely in 
the hands of outside companies, 
mostly in the United States. 

The remedy lies in the establish- 
ment of a Canadian merchant marine 
on the Pacific. Arrangements along 
this line are being made, and the con- 
dition, Mr. McMillan says, shows 
signs of righting itself:
